OFFICIAL REI'OKT. 


Of tlic Board of Education to the 


Common Council. 


Below will be found tho semi-annual 


report of the board of education made to 
the common council at their last meeting. 
The report contains many new items in 
relation to our schools, which will be of 
interest to our readers: 
To Ike Honorable, Ike Mayor and Common 


' Council of ike City ofJitncscille, 
GENTLEMEN: In obedience to the re- 


quirements ot Section 14 of Chapter 9, of 
chapter 221 laws o! 1832, I respectfully 
submit the following report for your con- 
sideration: 


As reported by our census enumerator 


for 1882, there -were 3,032 children in our 
city between tho ages of 4 and 20. Of 
this number 1,570 have been registered 
during tho year as pupils in tho publi 
schools. Two hundred and twenty-live 
is a fair estimate of the number of chil 
dren receiving instruction in parochial 
and private schools, malting in all 1,801 
pupils in educational training. A little 
less than 50 per cent, of our clnkVcu of 
school age are receiving the beiiolit? of 
our schools with an average daily uttDiid- 
ance of 1,097 pupils, while the balauce.or 
1,828, are non-attendants. Of the latter 
the youngest portion aro regarded by 
parents as too young to endure the res 
traints of the school room, or the ox 
posure to danger at railroad crossings, or 
the distance to walk is considered too 
great, and consequently enter school D 
year or two later tuan the legal limit of 
age. Many of the oldest of tho non-at 
tendants have permanently withdrawn 
from school and are at home, or engaged 
in tho various industries of tho city. Th 
middle portion of tb's class are neither 
too young, nor too iudnstiious to bo 
school; but having acquired a dish'ie for 
books aud for school generally, and be • 
jug insubord'uato to parental authority 
cannot be induced to attend school, ant 
so are passing rapidly to maturity \vitu 
but a very limited acquaintance with th< 
simplest rudiments of an education. 


To reach any portion ot the nou-attcud 


ant, class tho compulsory law of 1879, is 
tho only legal means offered. To prove 
the potency of this remedy for illiteracy 
remains for tho future. 


Our school accommodations, though 


deficient in a few localities, are, altogeth- 
er, in excess of the attendance, haviog a 
seating'capacity of 1,815 pupils. 


We have 31 schools and employ 3:3 


teachers, as shown by the annexed list. 


K. W. Burton has for eight years, serv- 


ed us in the dual, capacity of principal of 
the high school aud superintendent of 
schools. That his service has been sat- 
isfactory is indicated by his continuance 
in that position. The subordinate posi- 
tions have mainly been occupied by grad- 
r.atos of our high school. 


Tho city schools have been conducted 


by tho following named teacher-, during 
tho school year ending June 29th, who 
have filled the positions and received the 
monthly salary set opposite their respec- 
tive names in the following 1'st, viz.:
